Being informed that sundry persons, founding upon a mista- 
ken idea, have supposed that from the amount of their in- 
come, they are intitied to deduct the rent of their dwelling- 
house, and maintenance of their fainily, holding the overplus 
to be the sum liable in assestment, the Commissioners find it 
necessary. to give notice, that no such deductions are allowed 
by the Act of Parliament, and that such persons.as have alrea- 
dy made the return of their income, formed upon these erro- 
neous principles, may have it in their power to correct the 
mistake, they are desired to call at this Office, during the 
hours of the Commissioners attendance. 

‘The Commissioners further beg leave to call the attention 
of persons liable in the income tax, to the following particulars, 
with respect to which, there is reason to believe, that a misre- 
presentation has taken place. me : 

1st, With regard to the Assessed Taxes; it Is only the single 
rate, or annual duty, that was paid before the late act’ of the 
28th of his Majesty, commonly called the Aid and Contribu- 
tion Act, that is allowed to be dedacted from the amount of 
income, uid not the triple assessment. 

ad, ‘Vhat the sum paid last year as a Voluntary Contribution 
for carrying on the war, is net to be deducted from the in- 
come of the person who contributed the same. 

3d, That the expence of children at public Schools, or Uni- 
versities, or boarded with private ‘Teachers, is not a deduction 
warranted by law, these children being considered as forming 
a part of the faniily, and no_otliet allowance isto be given 
for them, than the rate of per centage upon the sum to be as- 
sessed, according to the nuinber of children, as fixed by the 
act.

Mr Purr moved. that the Houfe do refolve irfelf in- 

to a Committee, to take into confideration the amount 
of the national debt. The Houfe accordingly refolved 

itfelf into the faid Committee. 

Mg Pitt, in the prefeot view of the queftion, did 
not think he fhould have occafion to take up much of 
_the time of the Committee, as his object was to ftate 
the difference betwixt the refolutions which he intend- 

- ed fubmitting to the Committee, and thole which Mr 
‘Tierney had fubmitted, to fupply fome omiflions and 
to draw fach deduétions as he conceived the premiffes 

\ woufd bear him out in. In the firlt places that Hon. 
Mentleman aod he differed with refpe& to time; he 
ad taken the public debt as it ftood now, and at the 
commencement of the war; he thought the compari- 
. win would be much fairer to go farther back, and to 
* \ake it at the conclufion of the Jaft war in 1784.. This, 
* in his own opinion, was the true mode, if Gentlemen 
’ wifhed to compare the ability of the country, inftead of 
beginning at the clofe of a period ofa profperous peace 5 
he would, therefore, carry this principle, namely, the 
clofe of the Jatt war, throughout all his calculations. 
Mr Tierney ought to diitinguifh that part which does 
not fall on this country, viz- the 12 millions borrowed 
for Ireland, and the 35 millions to be extinguifhed by 

, the tax on income. Here ‘the Hon, Member entered 
into a minute detail, to thew’ that the Hon. Gentle- 

~ man’s (Mr T.) ftatemenss on this head were exaggera- 
ted. In 1786 che firking® fund ftood at one million, 
bat by accompanying every new creation of capital with 
a fonal faking fund, it now amounted to one 
16th part of the whole funded debt ; fo that aotwith- 
ftanding the increafe of the national debt, we were now 
more near to a total liberation from that burden ‘than 
wate ss ry eae 
The Hon. Gentleman, in his ‘calculation, had alfo 
omitted the one rillion fet apart for the reduction of 


the national debt ia one period, and included it in ano- | 


ther; he thought it might have been included in both, 
or omitted in both. Having made fome remarks on 
“this poiat, he proceeded ro the next head, the uafund- 
ed debt and outltanding demands. The unfunded: 
- debt conGited of Exchequer and Navy-bills, and the 
outhtanding debt of different articles. The ‘outltand- 
ing debt was always greater in time of war than in 
and which included many fums. which had beea 
defrayed in the preceding year, to the amount of three 
millions and upwards, and provifions had been made to 
the total amount of five millions, which ought to be de- 
duded] from the feventeen millions of antunded debt, 
as {tated by the Hen. Gentleman fo that with thofe 
dedv@tions which fwelled his ftatements, the difference 
betwixt the Hon. Gentleman (Mr T.) and he.amount- 
ed to about forty-feven millions. The incredfe of the 
-revenuc, which had maintained itfelf every 

year, was an incontettible proof of the wealth of the 
country, contrary to the example of all former wars. 
At the firft period of the laft war, it was 11,000,000l.; 


. in 1799, 14,574,0001. If Gentlemen would turn their 
to

g% I Boge Be to-the Cuftom-houfe calculations, 
which hé was ready to confefs were not to be confider- 
ed as a true comparifon, it amounted to 13 millions ;

had increafed nearly two to one. The exports of 
Britith manufactures, at the Cuftom-houfe valuation, 


- which is confiderably below the value, was alfo confi- 


derably increafed——our imports were as fatisfactory.— 
The exports of foreign mercltandize in 1784 were 4 
millions, in 1799 14 millions, which, on an average 
proportion, was two and three to one. The total ex- 
pences within the prefent year, were great and heavy ; 
_ but with all that preffure, looking at the collective 
wealth of the country, the vigour and opulence of the 
nation, he was happy to fay, that our refources were 
equal to all without breaking in on our capital, or un- 
dermining the profperity of the country. With refpect 
to the ftatement of oar expences for the current year, 
he was not difpofed to differ very much from the Hon. 
Gentleman, except in a fum about 600]. as to the reft, 
the Honourable Member, as far as he could examine 
that article, was perfectly correét. Ais to the Imperial 
~ loan he was not prepared to recognize that loan asa 
permanent charge on this country. The Honourable 
» Gentleman, in order to {well his accouats, had alfo in- 
cluded the management of the revenue ; this- was a sew 
"article, which never had been ‘introduced in fuch a 
manner before. With refpeé& to the peace eftablith- 
ment, the Honourable Geatlema: (Mr T.) had in- 
cluded feveral articles which lie, Mr Pitt, conceived to 
_. be of a temporary nature. ok 
Here the Right Hon. Gentleman went into a ftring 
of calculations for the purpofe of confirming what he 
had juft faid, and to thew that the peace eitavlifhment 
wel not exceed 24 millions. ‘he Right Hon. Gen- 
tleman then called the attention of the Committee to the 
peace eftablifiiment at the cunclufion of the laft war.— 
It could not be expected, undoubtedly, that the peace 
eftablifhment would immediately find its level at the ex- 
tent of the prefent war. The expence mult neceflarily 
continue during the time that we are to call our forces 
from diflant ftations, until we reduced our armies and 
navy. As to the income tax, on which the Hon. 
Gentleman feemed to lay fo much ftrefs, he would 
take it at the fum originally eftimated. ‘The Commit- 
tee would recolle& that this was 2 tak newly impofed, 
and of courfe ther the -returns were imperfect, but he 
was determined to adopt fuch meafures as would raife 
it to the fum of ten millions: for if fuch means were 
not made ufe of, the fyftem which the wifdom of Par- 
liament had adopted would be weakened, and which 
promifes to be fo beneficial, fo that he hoped the mea- 
ure would be rigoroufly enforced to prevent any eva- 
fions, nay even to encreafe the rate of that contribution, 
rather than to let it fall fhort of the fum at which it 
was originally eftimated. The application of this tax 
on the return of peace ought to be generally known. 
He wifhed to {tate to the public the benelicial effeéts 
of it. ‘Ik would be at their option how long they with- 
ed to entail this tax on themfelves, if they wilh co di- 
minifh the means of its extinction. . Suppofing the war 
to terminate in 1800, this ten millions would redeem 
the debt contracted in this year, and fifteen millions in 
the next, in four years anda half. The. expence of 
the prefent war, compared with our former wars, how- 
ever large in itfelf, was lefs expenfive than any one of 
them. ‘The voice of the country called’ for. the moft 
Vigorous profecution of it; fo that, Jopking at the a- 
‘mount of our expences, we fhould-aot {top fhort, but 
in a manly aod decided manner employ the moft eed.

years. By the adoption of the prefeat fyflem, the loan 
of this and next year will be extinguifhed atthe end of 
the war, in four years and a half, or in five at farthelt s 
but by the former fyltem of funding, it would not be ex- 
tinguithed in lefs chan forty years, whilit the Right Hon. 
Gentleman (Mr T.) when he touched on this fabject 
in a former debate, had flated, in time of peace the pub- 
lic would repine that the income tax should be conti- 
nued for five years; but ff they were taught a fimilar 
burthen was to'be impofed on them for four or five years, 
it would, in his view of the queftion, make a difference. 
Here the Right Hon. Gentleman went into a variety 
of calculations.

With ¥efpect to the national debt, which drew ferious 
apprehenfions from maiy friends, and from our enemies 
the moft triumphant prefages of rapid deftruction, it 
mutt be matter of joy to the former, and of pain and 
difappointment to the latter, to learn that in the | 
incurred, the-prefent juft and neceflary debt, by puriu 
ing the fyftem fince adopted, will be extinguifhed in 
1833, or 1840 at farthelt; and in addition to this, 
permanent taxes to the amount of nineteen millions 
would be fet free. This was no idle fpeculation, 
founded on vague eftimation ‘or feduSive calculations, 
but it muft he a pleafing reflection vo all that heard him, 
and to the public at‘ large, that in the period he had juit 
{tated, permanent taxes to the amount of eighteen or 
nineteen millions would be fer at liberty from the mere 
operation Of the old and new finking fund, and the in- 
come tax; fo that, if this fyftem was not adopted, the 
national debt.in 47 years would amount to the enor- 
mous fum- of nine hundred millions. The Right Hon. 
Gentleman then took a wide view of our refources, in 
order to thew that the increafe of our trade was more 
: Our re- 
fources then were certain, our profpects clear, and the 
iyftem fo, wifely adopted, that he hoped it would be out 
of the reach of accident. 

With 2 view then to the ultimate liberation of the 
country from its burthens, we were called on to proceed 
in. the fame f{teady courfe in which we had fo happily 
‘et out—to. the mortification of thé enemies of this 
‘country—to. the enemies of its greatnefs. We fee it 
founded on.a bafis not to be fhaken, where he trufted 
it would remain for ages, the admiration, the envy, and 
the bulwark of the world. 

Mr Tieaney made feveral remarks on Mr Pitt’s cal- 
culations, and concluded with obfervirg, that an idea 
hed been held out that the country would be able to 
{i pport the war let it continue ever fo long, for which 
rcafon he was the more anxious to prefs his refolutions. 
| There was one Right Hon. Gentleman (Mr Wind- 
ham)-in that Houfe, who wifhed the war to be contina- 
ed until the ancient monarchy fhould be reftored. He 
gave him and Lord Fitzwilliam, who held the ~~ 
opinion, full credit for their fincerity ; and as long as 
one of thefe continued to be a Minilter afifting in his 
Majefty’s Councils, there was no great chdnce of a re- 
ftoration of peace. He fhould confider the refignation 
of that Honourable Gentleman as the fignal of peace. 
He would, however, put it to the Houfe, whether this 
was not the moment in which the country was in the 
beft condition to obtain a fafe and honourable peace. 

Mr Pirtvt’s refolutions, were téad and agreed to. 

The Houfe was then refumed. Adjourned till to- 
morrow.
